In  space  No.  1,  above  mentioned,  should  be  shown:    The  Finance  Division 
Office  to  which  the  carrier  is  to  submit  its  voucher  for  payment.    This  will  be 
the  appropriate  Regional  Finance  Office  of  the  issuing  officer.    The  No.  2  space 
should  indicate  the  code  number  of  the  account  chargeable.    This  code  number  will 
be  that  shown  on  the  "station"  or  "individual"  Letter  of  Authorization  under  which 
authority  is  given  for  expenditures  of  this  type.    Ho. -3  space  should  contain  the 
name  of  the  Office  from  which  the  shipment  is  made.    Ho.  4  space  is  self-explana- 
tory.

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When,  sweet  potatoes  cannot  be  described  as  cured,  no  statement  should  be  made 
on  tho  certificate  but  it  is. very  important -that  a  notation  is  made. on  the  inspec  - 
tor!s  rough  note  sheet  that  the  potatoes  are  not  cured. 

The  foregoing  inspection  procedure  shall  also  apply  to  sweet  potatoes  in*- 
spected  under  the  Sweet  Potato  Loan  Program  of  the  W.  F.  A. 

In  making  regular  commercial  inspections  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  certify 
as  to  curing.  However,  individual  supervisors  may  have  this  done  if  they  believe 
it  advisable. 

CLASSIIICATI01T_0F  PLUMS  AND  PRUNES 

0.  P. 'A  classifies  plums  and  prunes  into  two  groups.    First*  "Plums"  (all 
varieties  including  fresh  prunes  except  fresh  Italian  prunes) ,  and  second,  "Fresh 
Italian  prunes  (all  varieties)."    Apparently  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  as 
to  whether  Weather spoon,  Demaris,  and  Mays  Early  are  plums  or  prunes  and,  if  prunes, 
whether  of  Italian  type.    For  inspection  purposes  we  will  consider  them  as  prunes 
but  will  make  no  effort  to  decide  whether  or  not  they  are  Italian  prunes. 

IffiVJSED  ff.JS.  STANDAIffiS  FOR  GARLICl 

Copies  of  the  above  standards  have  been  mailed  to  inspectors.  The  most  im- 
portant change  is  to  liberalize  the  staining  requirement.  Models  are  being  made 
to  illustrate  materially  stained  garlic.

VEGETABLE  MARKETING-  DIVISION 

gNIONS>J7ICT0RY_POO^ELECTIOlT 

A  campaign  will  be  conducted  from  September  6  to  October  7  to  assist  in  market- 
ing the  Onion  crop,  with  onions  designated  a  Victory  Food  Selection  for  the  period 
September  20  to  October  7.    The  crop  in  Colorado  and  other  western  producing  states 
is  large.    Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  moving  large  quantities  to  wholesalers,  re—  ■_ 
tailers  and  consumers  during  the  marketing  season  to  relieve  the  critical  storage 
situation  which  is  expect ea  to  develop  in  western  producing  areas.    Government  re- 
quirements for  dehydration  and  other  uses  may  approximate  5,000,000  sacks  of  100 
pounds,    ^he  remaining  supply  for  civilians,  when  considered  for  the  entire  season, 
will  apparently  not  be  abnormally  large.    Purchases  for  relief  distribution  may  be 
made  if  market  conditions  warrant. 

TOT0I^RY_imVY_T0MAT0  SUPPLIES 

Temporary  heavy  supplies  of  tomatoes  in  the  Maryland  area  are  presenting  some 
difficulties,  particularly  with  respect  to' shortage  of  labor  at  canneries.  Steps 
have  been  taken  by  various  government  agencies  to  relieve  the  situation.  Mr. 
George  Crisp  of  the  Northeastern  Regional  Office  has  been  stationed  temporarily  at 
Easton;  Maryland  to  assist  canners  in  working  out  arrangements  for  handling  temo- 
rary  surpluses.    Similar  sruplus  tomato  situations  may  develop  in  the  mid-west  • 
areas.    Radio  and  other  types  of  news  release  are  being  used  to  encourage  consumer 
purchases  of  tomatoes  as  surpluses  occur. 

PRICE  •  CEILING '  ACTIVITIES^ 

Effective  dates  of  Sweetpotato 'price  ceilings 'at  both  shipping  point  and  ter- 
minal markets  were  postponed  10  days  by  amendment  55  to 'MPR  426,  issued  September  1 

WFA  recommended  adjustments  in  Cabbage  ceiling  prices  because  of  low  yields 
in  New  York  and  other  nearby  states.    Action  had  not  been  taken  as  of  September  1. 

Methods  of  adjusting  ceilings  for  crop  disasters  and  other  matters  in  price 
ceiling  policy  for  1945  vegetable  crops  are  under  consideration  by 'WFA,0PA,and  the 
Office  of  Economic  Stabilization. 

WJ0-40B 

Through  August  25^  California  canners  had  contracted  for  118,928  tons  of  pears 
and  had  accepted  delivery  of  111,469  tons.    The  estimated  pack-out  for  fresh  ship- 
ment was  46,1777  tons*    The  harvesting  season  for  California  pears  is  drawing  to  a 
close. 
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In  order  that  the  surplus  pears  in  the  Northwest  might  "be  utilized,  a  pear  equaliza- 
tion program  was  developed,  and  its  operation  announced  August  28,  1944.    Bids  are 
"being  received  from  canners  specifying  the  equalization  payment  they  will  require 
to  purchase  surplus  pears  in  the  Northwest  and  ship  them  to  areas  outside  of  the 
Northwest  for  canning. 

Support  prices  have  "been  announced  for  canners  of  apricots,  peaches,  pears,  fruit 
cocktail  and  fruit  mix  at  86.4  percent  of  their  individual  ceiling  prices  or  the 
average  ceilings  for  the  area,  whichever  is  lower. 

The  government  is  purchasing  limited  quantities  of  No.  1  Clingstone  peaches  in  Cali- 
fornia in  an  effort  to  utilize  part  of  the  surplus  clingstone  production.    She  fresh 
market  for  California  peaches  has  "been  depressed  throughout  the  season,  with  sales 
averaging  substantially  "below  ceiling  prices.    The  market  for  Eastern  peaches  has 
"been  in  fairly  satisfactory  condition',  with'  "better  grades  selling  at  ceiling  and 
apparently  not  pushing  the  ceiling  too  hard  and  lov/er  grades  selling  at  the  usual 
historical  differentials  "below  the  top  prices.    There  have  "been  considerable  quanti- 
ties of  abnormally  small  peaches  on  the  market  due  to  dry  weather -and  these  have 
presented  a  marketing  problem  in  some  areas,  although  the  information  we  have  indi- 
cates that  even  the  small  peaches  have  been  in  fair  demand  at  lov/er  prices. 

Heports  from  the  Northwest  indicate  that  the  trade  booked  No.  1  grade  fresh  prunes 
heavily  in  advance  of  harvesting  at  ceiling  prices,  with  No.  2's  moving  at  sub-*'
